Many pains about the heart do 
not come from that organ, but it 
is safer to check any such com- 
plaint tkan to risk serious damage 
to: the vital pump. A patient once 
told me that he could always walk 
off his heart pain. His last walking 
treatment six months ago proved 
very dangerous, andso injured his 
heart muscles that he has been 
confined to bed‘ ever since. 

The very first thing that must 
be considered is the first symptom 
which the patient complains of, 
A careful history wili reveal the 
condition in thé past life of the 
patient which may have produced 
injury, to the heart thereby pre- 
disposing him to later heart at- 
tacks., Rheumatic fever, tonsillitis 
and diphtheria are diseases of early 
life which often damage and, 
weaken the. heart, 

When-frequent attacks of rabid 
heart and pulse, distress in the 
chest (particularly under the 
breast bone) and shortness of 
breath occur, a complete examina- 
tion by a competent physician is 
necessary in order to determine if 
the complaints are of cardiac ori- 
gin. Very frequently an examina- 
tion of the heart shows nothing, 
nor will any history throw any 
light as to the cause. In these 
cases, electrocardiograph (instru- 
ment which records the heart beat) 
examinations are of great value. 

Once a diagnosis of heart dis- 
ease has been made; the patient 
who controls his activity and ad- 
heres to an easily digested diet 
seldom needs medicine, except in 
acute attacks and emergencies,
